THE  COINS  OF  CILICIAN  ARMENIA

Illustrations  for  this  article  appear  on  plate  7  of  the  January  Bulletin  and  20  of  this  issue. 

When  Levon  died  in  1219  his  heir  was  his  daughter  Zabel,  then  only  three  years 
of  age,  and  she  became  queen  under  two  regents,  one  of  whom  died  very  soon.  Two 
pretenders  to  the  throne  complicated  the  succession,  and  in  1222,  Gosdantin,  the 
remaining  regent,  married  Zabel  to  Philip  of  Antioch.  Philip  proved  to  be  a  failure 
as  king  and  he  died  in  prison  about  1225,  and  of  his  kingship  there  are  no  numismatic 
records.  Gosdantin  then  married  Zabel  to  his  son,  Hetoum,  and  his  reign  as  king 
proved  to  be  just  as  successful  as  Philip’s  was  a  failure. 

Hetoum’s  silver  trams  (PI.  8  and  9),  and  the  few  half-trams,  depict  on  one  side  a 
representation  of  himself  and  Zabel  standing  holding  a  long  cross  together  with  the 
inscription  power  is  to  god,  and  on  the  other  side  a  lion  with  a  cross  and  the  in¬ 
scription  hetoum  king  OF  the  hayots.  The  earliest  dies  depict  the  lion  actually 
holding  the  cross  (PI.  8),  and  others  the  lion  walking  (PI.  9).  The  cross  held  by  the 
king  and  queen  is  found  decorated  with  a  star  (PI.  8)  or  a  pellet  (PI.  9)  at  times,  and 
on  other  coins  a  star  is  shown  under  the  lion.  These  variations  and  others  have  enabled 
Bedoukian  to  suggest  a  chronological  sequence  of  the  classes  of  this  long  issue 
(A.N.S.  Museum  Notes,  VIII)  with  the  aid  of  hoards.  Although  Zabel  died  in  1252, 
coins  of  these  same  types  appear  to  have  been  struck  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
reign  of  Hetoum,  and,  in  fact,  Bedoukian  lists  very  rare  coins  of  these  same  types  but 
with  Hetoum’s  name  replaced  by  that  of  Levon  II  who  came  to  the  throne  in  1270. 

Although  the  Seljuks  were  always  the  enemies  of  the  Armenians,  early  in  the  reign 
of  Hetoum,  Gosdantin,  the  regent,  arranged  some  sort  of  a  peace  with  them,  and  it 
was  without  doubt  during  this  period  of  peace  that  some  bilingual  trams  (PI.  7)  and 
half-trams  were  struck.  All  are  rare,  the  half-trams  especially  so.  On  the  obverse  of 
these  coins  is  seen  in  Arabic  the  name  and  titles  of  the  Seljuk  Sultan  Kaikobad,  or 
his  successor  Kaikhrusrew  (PI.  7)  who  became  sultan  in  1236,  and  on  the  reverse,  in 
Armenian,  the  name  of  Hetoum  as  king  of  the  Hayots  and  his  equestrian  portrait. 
The  issue  of  these  coins  no  doubt  proclaimed  that  Hetoum  was  in  some  manner 
subject  to  the  Seljuk  sultans  and  his  portrait  on  horseback  was  taken,  with  little  doubt, 
from  the  Seljuk  copper  coins  issued  a  short  time  earlier.  Some  of  the  coins  of  this 
series  are  dated  with  the  Hejira  years  637  to  643  (=A.D.  1239  to  1245)  the  inscription 
on  the  dated  coins  including  the  name  of  the  mint — Sis,  and  the  issue  must  have 
ceased  in  or  about  1245  when  the  peace  with  the  Seljuks  came  to  an  end,  the  Armen¬ 
ians  then  becoming  allies  of  the  Mongols  who,  since  1216,  had  been  advancing  west¬ 
ward  under  Jenghis  Khan  and  his  successors.

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Hetoum’s  copper  coins  followed  at  first  those  of  Levon  I  and  his  tanks  (PI.  10 
and  11)  depicted  him  seated  on  a  throne  decorated  with  lions  on  the  obverse  (PI.  10) 
and  a  cross  with  varied  marks  in  the  angles  on  the  reverse  (cf.  PI.  10  to  13).  Variations 
in  the  lion  decorations  of  the  throne  may  well  provide  evidence  of  the  chronological 
sequence  of  the  tank  issues,  as  they  became  more  conventionalized  as  time  passed, 
the  series  ending  with  a  throne  with  double  (PI.  11)  and  then  single  post  sides.  The 
majority  of  the  tanks  have  the  types  enclosed  in  linear  circles,  but  rare  varieties  show 
a  dotted  circle  (PL  10).  It  seems  probable  to  me  that  the  issue  of  tanks  ceased  in  the 
middle  of  Hetoum’s  reign. 

During  the  reign  a  new  denomination  appeared,  this  being  equal  to  a  half-tank 
and  known  as  a  kardez  (PI.  12  to  14). 

Three  obverse  types  of  the  kardez  of  Hetoum  are  known,  Bedoukian  suggesting 
their  order  to  be  coins  with  an  equestrian  portrait  firstly,  then  those  with  the  king 
seated  facing  on  a  bench-like  throne,  and  finally,  coins  with  the  throne  decorated  with 
the  foreparts  of  lions  as  on  the  early  tanks. 

Bedoukian,  following  Sibillian,  provides  full  argument  to  suggest  the  tanks  and 
the  equestrian  kardez  to  be  contemporary  with  the  Hetoum/Kaikobad  trams  (c.  1228- 
1235)  and  those  with  the  bench-like  throne  to  have  been  contemporary  with  the 
Hetoum/ Kaikhrusrew  trams,  leaving  the  lion  decorated  kardez  to  follow.  These 
suggestions  are  based  on  similarity  of  style  of  some  of  the  letters  in  the  inscriptions, 
the  change  from  takavor  being  spelt  in  full  on  the  early  issues  and  shown  with  the 
last  tw’o  letters  ligate  on  later  coins.  This  last  feature  does  not  occur  on  the  lion 
decorated  throne  kardez,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  as  these  coins  copy  the  tanks  so 
closely  in  style,  the  lion  decorated  throne  issues  (PI.  12)  were  the  earliest  and  con¬ 
temporary  with  the  early  tanks.  The  equestrian  type  kardez  (PI.  13)  may  well  then 
have  followed  with  the  bench-like  throne  issues  (PI.  14)  to  complete  the  sequence. 
This  re-arranged  order  I  note  to  be  followed  in  Bedoukian’s  1971  summary,  but  is 
not  specified  particularly. 

In  general,  although  large  numbers  of  Hetoum’s  coins  in  both  silver  and  copper 
have  survived,  from  that  time  the  Armenian  coinage  followed  this  same  trend  and 
pattern  in  the  main  but  successive  issues  became  reduced  in  quality  of  metal,  in 
workmanship,  and  in  design. 

Although  Hetoum  did  not  die  until  1271,  in  1270  Levon  II  became  king  with  his 
father,  and  the  obverse  type  of  his  trams  was  once  again  his  portrait  on  horseback 
following  Hetoum’s  kardez  (PI.  15).  New  types  appeared  on  the  kardez  of  the  reign, 
as  a  lion  is  shown  walking  but  without  the  cross  of  most  of  the  earlier  types  of  a 
similar  nature.  A  cross  was  used  as  the  type  of  the  other  side,  and  coins  can  be  found 
with  the  lion  on  obverse  with  cross  reverse,  or  the  other  way  round.  (Fig.  4)

A  change  of  coinage  was  made  by  Hetoum  II  who  became  king  on  the  death  of 
his  father  in  1289.  Hetoum  II  struck  no  coins  in  silver,  but  replaced  them  with  billon 
deniers  after  the  style  of  the  rare  coins  of  Levon  I  and  using  the  same  types — the 
facing  head  of  the  king  and  a  cross.  As  with  the  billons  of  Levon  I,  those  of  Hetoum 
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II  are  very  rare,  and  the  inscription  hetoum  king  of  all  the  hayots  is  spread  over 
both  obverse  and  reverse.  (Fig.  5) 


These  same  types,  but  with  the  reverse  cross  much  more  ornamental,  were  used 
on  the  first  issue  of  kardez  of  the  reign  (PI.  16  and  17),  and  these  coins  can  be 
classified  by  variations  in  the  hair  styles  of  the  portrait  .  Some  dies  show  one  curl  each 
side,  others  two  curls,  and  others  with  outward  curls.  The  coins  of  this  issue  appear 
to  have  been  struck  very  poorly  and  with  little  care.  A  second  series  of  kardez  follows 
the  enthroned  king  type  of  earlier  issues  but  on  these  Hetoum  II  is  shown  holding  a 
mace,  and  the  usual  cross  appears  as  the  reverse  type. 

The  reign  of  Hetoum  II  is  remarkable  for  the  many  changes  that  took  place. 
In  1293  Hetoum  retired  from  his  kingship  to  enter  a  monastery,  his  brother,  Toros, 
becoming  king  in  his  place,  and  of  whom  no  coins  are  known.  Then,  in  1295,  Hetoum 
was  persuaded  to  resume  as  king,  and  to  this  suggestion  Toros  was  quite  agreeable. 
In  the  following  year  when  Hetoum  and  Toros  left  the  country  to  attend  the  wedding 
of  their  sister  in  Byzantium,  another  brother,  Smpad,  was  left  in  charge.  Smpad  at 
once  proclaimed  himself  as  king,  and  on  their  return  Hetoum  was  partially  blinded 
and  he  and  Toros  imprisoned  where  Toros  soon  died.  Smpad’s  rebellion  caused 
another  brother,  Gosdantin,  to  rise  against  him  and  Smpad  was  in  turn  imprisoned, 
and  Hetoum,  although  being  set  free,  was  quite  willing  for  Gosdantin  to  rule  the 
country  in  his  place.  Hetoum  began  to  regain  his  sight  in  1299,  and  the  princes 
appealed  to  him  to  resume  his  kingship  yet  again,  but  Gosdantin,  unlike  Toros  a 
few  years  earlier,  was  unwilling  to  give  up  his  tenure  of  the  throne,  and  he  set  Smpad 
free.  Both  Gosdantin  and  Smpad  were  captured  by  Hetoum’s  supporters  and  they 
died  in  Byzantium.  Hetoum,  once  again  as  king,  in  1301  took  Levon  (a  son  of  Toros) 
as  joint  king  with  him,  and  in  1306  he  retired  yet  again  to  a  monastery.  The  following 
year  both  Hetoum  and  Levon  were  treacherously  murdered  by  the  Mongols  whose 
alliance  with  the  Armenians  had  come  to  an  end. 

The  coins  of  Hetoum  II  have  already  been  mentioned,  and  those  issued  by  Smpad 
followed,  in  the  main,  the  pattern  by  then  established.  For  his  silver  trams  Smpad 
revived  the  enthroned  king  and  two  rampant  lions  types  of  the  third  issue  trams  of 
Levon  I  (PI.  4)  and  other  coins  depict  him  holding  a  mace  in  place  of  the  cross.  All 
are  rare,  and  Bedoukian  records  a  single  specimen  of  a  half-tram.  The  kardez  of  the 
reign  shows  the  king  on  horseback  on  the  obverse,  and  a  square  cross  with  wrhat  are 
either  lilies  or  doves  in  the  angles  on  the  reverse  (PI.  IS).  They  are  struck  at  a 
considerably  lighter  weight  than  earlier  issues  of  this  denomination. 

Gosdantin,  however,  introduced  new  variations  in  the  types  he  employed.  On 
his  trams  the  obverse  depicts  him  on  horseback,  but  on  the  reverse  he  is  shown 
standing  together  with  the  inscription  by  the  will  of  god  he  is  king.  Gosdantin’s 
kardez  repeats  the  standing  figure  type  but  placed  now  on  the  obverse,  and  has  the 
usual  square  cross  on  the  reverse,  both  types  being  accompanied  by  the  normal  style 
inscriptions. 

The  coins  of  Gosdantin  are  all  rare  as  he  reigned  for  less  than  a  year,  yet  another 
abnormal  feature  of  the  reign  is  that  he  struck  gold  coins,  two  of  which  are  recorded 
by  Bedoukian.  Earlier  gold  coins  were  struck  in  the  name  of  Levon  I  and  will  be 
mentioned  again  below. 
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With  rather  more  settled  conditions  prevailing  under  Levon  III  (1301-1307)  the 
normal  pattern  of  coinage  was  resumed,  but  by  then  the  weight  of  the  silver  coins 
had  been  reduced  considerably,  and  his,  and  later  coins,  are  known  as  takvorins 
(PI.  19).  The  types,  however,  continue  the  use  of  the  equestrian  portrait  on  the 
obverse  and  the  walking  lion  type  of  the  Levon  II  kardez  on  the  reverse.  The  kardez 
of  Levon  III  (PI.  20)  retains  the  enthroned  king  holding  mace  and  the  square  cross 
types  of  Hetoum  II,  but,  opposite  to  his  silver  coins,  the  kardez  are  normally  heavier 
in  weight  than  those  of  the  previous  reigns. 

After  Oshin  ascended  the  throne  in  1308,  a  small  issue  of  trams  of  the  Levon  I 
and  Smpad  types  was  struck  to  celebrate  his  coronation,  and  on  this,  the  last  issue 
of  trams  in  the  Armenian  series,  an  innovation  was  made  by  showing  the  hand  of  God 
giving  the  sign  of  blessing  seen  at  the  king’s  left  shoulder  (PI.  21).  Only  13  of  these 
trams  are  recorded  by  Bedoukian  and  he  mentions  a  single  half-tram  as  reported  but 
of  which  the  present  location  is  unknown.  The  normal  issue  of  silver  coins  of  Oshin 
are  takvorins  of  the  king  on  horseback  and  walking  lion  types,  these  becoming  the 
standard  types  for  the  remainder  of  the  series.  Most  of  Oshin’s  takvorins  have 
Armenian  letters  as  field  marks  on  the  obverse,  and  although  the  trams  are  so  rare, 
a  good  number  of  takvorins  are  recorded. 

A  big  change  is  noted  in  Oshin’s  copper  coins  as  these  were  struck  much  lighter 
and  smaller  than  previous  issues,  and  they  are  known  as  poghs  (PI.  22).  The  enthroned 
king  and  cross  types  are  employed. 

Although  contrary  to  the  normal  pattern  of  decline  in  weight  and  quality  over 
successive  issues  from  Hetoum  I,  the  silver  coins  of  Oshin  and  Levon  IV  who  came 
next  to  the  throne  in  1320,  are  generally  heavier  than  those  of  Levon  III  and  they  are 
nearer  to  the  weight  of  those  of  earlier  reigns.  Bedoukian’s  catalogue  provides  the 
basic  method  of  distinguishing  the  coins  of  these  two  kings  of  similar  name — Levons 
III  and  IV— but  it  might  be  mentioned  here  that  many  of  the  takvorins  of  Levon  III 
have  three  dots  as  a  field  mark,  and  those  of  Levon  IV  have  Armenian  letters.  Also, 
the  copper  poghs  of  Levon  IV  can  in  general  be  distinguished  by  their  lighter  weight 
from  the  kardez  of  Levon  III. 

There  being  no  heir  to  follow  Levon  IV  on  his  death  in  1342,  the  crown  was 
offered  to  Guy  Lusignan  who  had  family  connections  with  the  Armenian  royal 
household,  and  he  ruled  for  two  years  under  the  official  name  of  Gosdantin  II. 
However,  it  is  his  proper  name  of  Guy  which  is  to  be  found  on  his  coins  which  are 
scarce  in  silver,  and  very  rare  in  copper  and  of  which  Bedoukian  records  only  two 
specimens. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Armenians  suffered  attacks  from  the  Mamluks  of 
Egypt,  and  waged  a  losing  battle  against  them.  The  Armenian  territory  in  Cilicia 
was  being  reduced  in  size  stage  by  stage,  and  in  the  reign  of  Gosdantin  III  who 
became  king  following  the  assassination  of  Guy  in  1344,  the  Armenians  were  confined 
mainly  to  the  mountainous  territory  of  their  earliest  settlements  in  the  district.  A 
few  of  the  early  coins  of  Gosdantin  III  do  carry  the  mint  name  of  Darson  (Tarsus) 
but  most  have  the  normal  inscription  struck  in  the  city  of  sis  (PI.  23). 

Once  again  the  normal  types  of  both  takvorins  and  poghs  were  followed  by 
Gosdantin  III  who  died  in  1363  as  they  were  by  Gosdantin  IV  (PI.  24)  who  followed 
as  king  in  1365.  The  coins  of  these  two  kings  will  be  mentioned  again  below. 

Some  coins  are  known  which  carry  the  name  of  Levon  which  have  been  noted  as 
being  of  similar  style  and  weight  to  those  of  Gosdantins  III  and  IV,  and  as  there  is 
a  gap  of  two  years  between  the  two  reigns,  it  is  suggested  that  this  Levon — who  is 
otherwise  unknown  to  history — may  have  been  a  son  of  Gosdantin  III  and  to  have 
ruled  during  the  gap — 1363-1365 — and  he  is  known  as  Levon  the  Ursurper.  Although 
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his  coins  follow  the  customary  pattern  of  types  and  weights,  they  can  be  distinguished 
from  the  coins  of  the  other  Levons  from  the  spelling  of  his  name,  the  third  letter 
being  of  a  different  form.  (Fig.  6) 

Until  recently  it  was  considered  impossible  to  separate  the  issues  of  Gosdantins  III 
and  IV,  but  Bedoukian  has  differentiated  the  issues  of  the  two  kings  by  taking  into 
account  the  baser  silver  of  the  coins  of  Gosdantin  IV  and  the  field  marks  recorded. 
(A.N.S.  Museum  Notes  V  pp.  193-199.  PI.  XX).  He  points  out  that  the  lions  on  the 
takvorins  of  Guy,  Gosdantin  III,  and  Levon  the  Ursurper  usually  have  hairy  manes 
and  tails  (PI.  23),  but  not  those  of  Gosdantin  IV  (PI.  24).  Also,  the  field  marks  on 
the  coins  of  the  earlier  Gosdantin  are  frequently  dots,  circles,  and  sometimes  letters, 
whereas  those  on  the  coins  of  the  later  kings  are  normally  L  or  s  shaped  letters  on  both 
sides  of  the  coin. 

Very  few  copper  coins  of  all  the  latest  reigns  have  been  recorded,  but  the  types 
of  Levon  the  Ursurper  and  Gosdantin  IV  (PI.  25)  are  similar  to  those  on  their 
takvorins — the  king  on  horseback  and  the  lion  walking.  The  weights  are  also  slightly 
heavier  than  the  earlier  poghs,  especially  so  those  of  Gosdantin  IV. 

Following  the  murder  of  Gosdantin  IV  in  1373,  the  last  king  of  Cilician  Armenia 
was  Levon  V  Lusignan  who  was  crowned  in  September  1374.  By  April  1375  the 
Mamluks  finally  conquered  the  remaining  Armenian  territory  taking  Levon  a 
prisoner  to  Cairo,  and  his  death  took  place  in  exile  in  Paris  in  1393. 

Instead  of  striking  the  debased  silver  takvorins  following  the  precedent  of  the 
earlier  kings,  Levon  V  copied  Hetoum  II  by  striking  billon  deniers,  together  with 
copper  poghs  of  very  small  size. 

The  billon  deniers  once  again  depicted  the  facing  head  of  the  king,  and  the  copper 
poghs  (PI.  26)  a  new  type  for  the  series,  the  Lusignan  lion  rampant  seen  so  frequently 
on  the  coins  of  Cyprus.  Although  when  Levon  V  came  to  the  throne  the  Armenian 
territory  was  only  of  very  small  area  and  a  fraction  of  the  size  it  was  under  the  first 
kings,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  last  king  of  Cilician  Armenia  revived  the 
inscription  used  mainly  at  the  beginning  of  the  coin  series  levon  king  of  ALL  the 
hayots.  The  coins  of  Levon  V  are  rare,  and  Bedoukian  was  able  to  record  only  14 
billon  deniers  and  19  copper  poghs. 

No  summary  of  the  coinage  of  Cilician  Armenia  would  be  complete  without 
mention  of  the  few  gold  coins — eleven  in  all — that  have  been  recorded  by  Bedoukian, 
and  there  is  every  possibility  that  they  were  struck  only  for  special  occasions.  Known 
probably  as  tahegans,  gold  coins  are  recorded  as  struck  by  Levon  I,  an  issue  in  the 
names  of  both  Levon  I  and  Hetoum  I,  and,  as  mentioned  earlier,  by  Gosdantin  I. 
A  specimen  appeared  in  a  London  auction  sale  catalogue  in  1974  this  being  listed  as 
of  Leo  II.  As  the  types  described  are  those  of  Levon  I  (the  same  as  his  ordinary 
trams  (cf.  PI.  4) )  it  would  appear  to  me  that  this  was  yet  another  instance  of  the 
misunderstanding  between  Prince  Levon  II  and  King  Levon  I  (both  the  same  person) 
and  not  an  issue  of  King  Levon  II.  Bedoukian,  however,  does  make  mention  of  a 
report  of  a  gold  coin  of  Levon  II  which  was  destroyed  in  a  fire  in  1831. 

In  conclusion  a  few  remarks  can  be  added  which  I  hope  may  assist  the  general 
collector  in  a  preliminary  arrangement  of  his  specimens  of  this  interesting  coinage. 

Most  specimens  of  the  series  can  be  placed  within  fairly  narrow  limits  of  time  if 
the  name  of  the  king  can  be  read,  and  this  name  is  almost  always  to  be  found  at  the 
1  o’clock  position  on  the  obverse.  A  list  of  the  names  is  found  in  Fig.  6. 

Occasionally  in  the  middle  of  the  series,  the  customary  obverse  inscription  with 
the  name  of  the  king  can  be  found  repeated  on  the  reverse,  this  providing  a  second 
opportunity  to  read  the  name  should  that  on  the  obverse  be  obliterated  by  wear  or 
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bad  striking.  Many  of  the  coins  of  Levon  I  and  Hetoum  II  can  be  distinguished  at 
once  by  their  types  which  are  not  repeated  on  later  coins,  as  can  some  of  those  of 
Levon  II,  Gosdantin  I,  and  Levon  V.  The  coins  of  Smpad,  Oshin,  and  Guy,  are 
easy  to  place  even  if  onty  the  first  letter  of  the  king’s  name  can  be  read.  The  large 
copper  tanks  were  struck  only  by  Levon  I  and  Hetoum  I,  and,  in  general,  the  gradual 
decline  in  weight  and  size  can  be  helpful  in  a  preliminary  sorting  and  classification. 
This  is  helpful  between  the  coppers  of  Levon  IV  which  are  normally  smaller  and 
lighter  than  those  of  Levon  III  although  they  are  mainly  of  similar  types.  The  main 
distinguishing  features  between  the  takvorins  of  Gosdantins  III  and  IV  have  been 
mentioned  above.

A  NEGLECTED  MINOR  FIND  OF  LATER  FOURTEENTH- 
CENTURY  SCOTTISH  SILVER  COINS  FROM 

THE  ISLE  OF  MAN

The  lower  half  of  p.  85  of  no.  25  (Vol.  VI,  April  1921)  of  The  Manx  Quarterly  is 
given  over  to  a  paper  entitled  “Scotch  [mV]  Coins  Issued  for  the  Isle  of  Man — 
Important  Sidelight  on  Manx  History”.  No  author’s  name  appears,  but  clearly  it  was 
not  P.  M.  C.  Kermode  (1855-1932),  the  Director  of  the  Manx  Museum,  and  we  may 
suppose  that  this  institution,  then  in  the  throes  of  preparation  for  its  1922  opening  in 
the  old  Noble’s  Hospital  Building  off  Kingswood  Terrace,  Douglas,  had  been  quietly 
by-passed.  The  note  records  the  finding  “near  Castletown”  by  a  named  Santan 
resident  and  his  anonymous  English  guest  of  two  silver  coins  identified  by  the  Rev. 
Canon  John  Quine  (1856-1940)  as  a  groat  and  half-groat  of  David  II  of  Scots  (1324: 
1329-1371).  Some  details  are  given  of  the  legends,  and  these  suggest  that  between 
identification  and  publication  the  coins  had  become  switched  in  their  envelopes. 
The  groat,  however,  does  seem  to  be  of  David  II  and  from  the  Edinburgh  mint,  and 
the  outer  of  the  reverse  legends  is  transliterated: 

DNS  P’Tector  MS.  Lib’ator  MS. 

The  smaller  of  the  two  coins  is  described  as  being  in  poor  condition,  and,  as  we  shall 
see,  the  attribution  to  David  II  is  one  that  cannot  be  sustained.  The  outer  of  the 
reverse  legends  is  rendered : 

DNS  Protector  MNIS, 
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and  the  inner: 

Villa  Delciuth, 

albeit  with  a  warning,  well- justified  in  the  event,  that  the  reading  was  dubious,  and 
the  attribution  to  Dalkeith  very  tentative.  In  fact  we  may  transliterate  the  two 
elements  with  some  confidence: 

DNS  /  PROT  /  ECTOR  /  MEVS  and  VILL  /  ADE  /  PER  /  TH+, 
while  the  probable  reading  of  the  outer  legend  of  the  reverse  of  the  groat  is : 

DNS.P  /  TECTOR  /  MS.&.LIB  /  ATOR.MS 
which  may  be  expanded,  pace  the  author  of  the  1921  note,  as: 

Dominus  protector  mens  et  liberator  mens. 

On  the  English  analogy,  too,  this  legend  should  be  quasi-liturgical  if  not  Scriptural, 
a  condition  admirably  fulfilled  by  the  expansion  here  proposed. 

The  Scottish  groat  was  first  struck  in  1357,  and  had  for  its  model  the  English 
groat  of  1351.  Already,  therefore,  the  numismatic  specialist  is  bound  to  reject  the 
suggestion  of  the  1921  note  that  “the  coinage  belongs  to  the  period  about  1330”. 
Since,  too,  the  inner  legend  recorded  for  the  reverse  of  the  half-groat  can  be  recon¬ 
ciled  neither  with  the: 

VILL  /  A:A  /  BER  /  DON 
nor  with  the: 

VILL  /  AED  /  INBV  /  RGH 

found  on  coins  of  David  II  who  after  the  introduction  of  the  multiple  silver  struck 
only  at  Edinburgh  and  at  Aberdeen — and  at  the  latter  mint  probably  only  from  1357 
until  at  latest  1364 — we  are  driven  to  conclude  that  the  coin  in  question  has  been 
misattributed.  There  can  be  little  doubt  in  fact  that: 

Villa  Delciuth 

is  for: 

Town  of  Perth 

on  the  basis  of  the  reading  proposed  above,  and  a  fairly  common  Scottish  coin  of  the 
second  half  of  the  fourteenth  century  is  the  Perth  half-groat  of  Robert  II  (1316: 
1371-1390),  David’s  half-sister’s  son  and  successor.  In  other  words,  the  little  find 
from  “near  Castletown”  dates  from  the  1370s  or  even  the  1380s.  As  such  it  is  one  of  at 
least  two  and  perhaps  three  finds  from  the  island  which  can  be  associated  with  the 
Salisbury  (Montague)  lordship,  and  which  provide  incidentally  a  neat  later  fourteenth- 
century  illustration  of  the  truism  that  numismatically  Man  is  an  offshore  island  not 
of  England  but  of  Ireland. 

Two  further  areas  of  comment  remain.  The  first  concerns  the  place  where  the 
coins  were  found.  The  reference  to  a  resident  of  Santan  might  suggest  that  they  had 
come  to  light  somewhere  between  that  place  and  Castletown,  in  the  general  area,  say, 
of  what  is  now  Ronaldsway  Airport,  but  in  reality  this  was  not  the  case.  On  p.  442 
of  Volume  I  (Douglas,  1933)  of  his  monumental  Bibliographical  Account  of  Works 
relating  to  the  Isle  of  Man ,  William  Cubbon,  Kermode’s  assistant  and  eventual 
successor  at  the  Manx  Museum,  cites  the  1921  note  in  The  Manx  Quarterly  but  adds 
the  information — without  the  least  indication  that  it  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  original 
— that  the  coins  had  been  found  on  the  beach  at  Strandhall  (Nat.  Grid  SC  2368)  a 
mile  and  a  half  to  the  west  and  not  the  north  of  Castletown.  Strandhall  is  on  the 
mearing  of  Rushen  and  Arbory  parishes  of  the  latter  of  which  Cubbon  was  a  native — 
he  was  born  at  Colby  only  a  mile  inland  from  the  point  where  the  coins  may  be 
supposed  to  have  been  found — and  it  must  be  accepted  that  he  was  in  a  position  to 
know  the  facts.  The  second  outstanding  area  of  comment  concerns  the  construction 
put  on  the  hoard  in  1921.  As  we  have  seen,  the  coins  were  supposed  quite  erroneously 
to  date  from  “the  period  about  1330”,  and  the  suggestion  was  even  made  that 
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“The  coins  may  belong  to  mintings  specially  made  to  supply  the  Isle  of  Man  with 
Scottish  currency”.  In  fairness  to  Canon  Quine’s  memory,  though,  one  may  perhaps 
dissociate  him  from  the  interpretation  put  on  his  identification  of  the  coins.  A 
clergyman  of  an  established  and  reformed  Church  could  scarcely  have  been  blind  to 
the  Scriptural  associations  (RSV  Psalm  LXX,  5)  of  the  legend  Dominus  protector 
mens  et  liberator  mens — a  reference  of  course  to  David  IPs  release  in  1357  from  more 
than  ten  years  captivity  in  England — and  would  have  cautioned  against  the  reading 
of  reference  to  Man  into  perfectly  normal  contractions  of  the  first  possessive  ad¬ 
jective.  This  in  turn  might  have  spared  us  such  flights  of  fancy  as  the  following: 

“The  interest  of  this  coinage  centres  on  the  letters  “MS.”  and  “MNIS.” 
wdiich  seem  to  refer  to  the  Isle  of  Man;  and  that  David  had  assumed  the  title  of 
Protector  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  Protector  and  Liberator  of  the  Isle  of  Man.” 

It  is  true  that  in  1328  Edward  III  recognized  David’s  claim  to  the  island,  but  by 
1 333  Man  wras  'firmly  in  English  hands,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  century  English 
suzerainty  was  never  seriously  in  doubt  even  if  the  precise  relationship  of  king  and 
lord  contained  an  element  of  ambiguity  that  was  not  finally  resolved  until  Henry  IV 
formally  enfeoffed  Henry  Percy  on  19th  October  1399.  There  could  be  in  fact  no 
better  demonstration  of  the  dangers  that  confront  the  non-specialist  who  attempts  to 
handle  numismatic  evidence  without  reference  to  proper  authority,  and  in  the  present 
instance  the  by-passing  of  the  Museum  has  meant  that  the  actual  coins  are  no  longer 
available  for  inspection.  Those  who  wflth  the  best  intentions  mishandled  the  public 
relations  aspect  of  the  1894  Ballaquayle  (Douglas)  treasure  trove  indeed  have  much 
to  answer  for,  and  it  is  only  during  the  past  few  years  that  a  happier  atmosphere  at  last 
can  be  said  to  have  begun  to  exist. 
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MORE  NOAH’S  ARKS  ON  COINS

“And  God  blessed  Noah  and  his  sons,  and  said  unto  them,  Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth”.  (Genesis  ch.  9  v.  1). 

He  didn’t  mention  the  ark,  but  He  might  as  well  have  done  since  these  are 
multiplying  as  well.  The  coins  of  Apameia  in  Phrygia  depicting  Noah  and  his  wife  in 
the  ark  exist  for  other  emperors  in  addition  to  Philip  I.  Exactly  wTich  emperors  show 
this  type  is  still  not  completely  clear.  B.M.C.  mentions  Philip  I  only.  An  article  in 
the  “Edinburgh  Tatler”  during  1974  (courtesy  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.)  states  that  “they 
were  struck  by  Septimius  Severus  (a.d.  146-211)  and  his  two  successors  Macrinius 
(sic)  and  Philip”.  R.  H.  Thompson  reports  that  coins  of  Trebonianus  Gailus  and 
Septimius  Severus  are  mentioned  on  page  87  of  Arnold  Mallinson’s  “Quinquagesimo 
Anno”  (Robert  Dugdale,  Oxford,  1974).  Thus  the  type  seems  to  have  lasted  at  least 
from  Septimius  Severus  (a.d.  193-21 1)  either  continually  or  intermittently  through  to 
Philip  I  (a.d.  244-249)  and  Trebonianus  Gailus  (a.d.  251-253).  B.M.C.  Phrygia 
(1906  p.  xxxix)  suggests  that  the  type  is  probably  copied  from  some  painting  at 
Apameia,  in  myth  close  by  the  mountain  on  which  the  ark  came  to  rest. 

My  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  papal  mezzo  or  half  scudo  of  Pope  Innocent  XII 
(1691-1700)  dated  an.vii.  On  the  reverse  the  ark  is  apparently  resting  on  the  mountain- 
top  with  the  waters  receding  below  and  the  legend  is  factvs  .  est  .  in  .  pace  .  locvs  . 
ei  vs  (illustrated  for  example  in  the  sale  catalogue  of  the  collection  of  papal  coins  and 
medals  of  W.  J.  R.  Dreesmann,  Jacques  Schulman,  Amsterdam,  May  22nd  1956, 
lot  153 — ref.  C.N.I.  103). 

Tokens  are  within  the  scope  of  the  hunt  and  I  am  grateful  to  R.  H.  Thompson  for 
pointing  out  these  seventeenth-century  tokens  listed  in  Williamson’s  Boyne:

It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  how  many  different  punches  were  used  for  the 
arks  on  these  tokens  and,  therefore,  how  many  manufacturers  were  involved  in  using 
the  ark  as  a  token  type. 

Medals  are  strictly  out  of  bounds  as  I  am  sure  that  there  must  be  many  religious 
medals  showing  aspects  of  the  story  of  Noah.  One  of  1717  was  in  a  recent  sale  in 
Munich  (24-25th  October  1974  lot  2011)  and  had  a  bust  of  Luther  and  on  the  reverse 
a  Noah’s  ark  (Hall,  Schwaben.  2.  Sakularfeier  der  Reformation). 

Engel  and  Serrure  in  their  “Repertoire  des  sources  imprimees  de  la  Numismatique 
Franchise”  (2  vols.,  Paris,  1887-89)  list  as  item  2372: 

G.  V.  A.  G.  Duplessis  “Sur  des  medailles  representant  des  scenes  du  deluge”  in 
“Bulletin  du  comite  d’histoire  et  d’archeologie  du  diocese  de  Bourges”,  1867-75, 
p.  318  et  seq.

LORD  GEORGE  GORDON:  FANATIC

In  1794  Thomas  Spence  a  London  bookseller  and  publisher  who  was  politically 
minded  went  in  for  coin  dealing  and  opened  a  shop  in  Holborn  where  in  addition 
to  selling  tokens  he  proceeded  to  manufacture  them  and  having  a  number  of  dies 
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he  would  mix  these  at  a  customer’s  request.  It  is  to  this  man  that  we  owe  the  tokens 
which  depict  the  subject  of  this  article.  All  have  on  the  obverse  a  bust  of  Gordon 
and  one  reverse  reads  “Lord  George  Gordon  1780”  with  an  edge  reading  “Spence  + 
Dealer  +  in  +  Coins  +  London”.  Another  reverse  reads  “Ld.  Geo.  Gordon  died  in 
Newgate  Nov.  1.1 793”.  Another  depicts  a  figure  of  Britannia  with  the  words  “Rouse 
Britannia”,  and  another  reads  “T.  Spence  Bookseller  Dealer  in  Prints  &  Coins 
No.  8  Little  TURNSTILE  Holborn  London”.  Incidentally,  Spence  became 
bankrupt  in  1797  and  liis  dies  were  taken  over  by  another  token  producer  Peter 
Skidmore.  After  the  bankruptcy  Spence  continued  to  sell  books  and  seditious  pam¬ 
phlets  and  in  1799  he  was  arrested,  tried  and  found  guilty  of  libel  and  imprisoned 
for  a  year.  He  died  in  1814. 

Lord  George  Gordon  was  one  of  the  minor  actors  in  the  events  of  the  last  quarter 
of  the  18th  century  though  few  men  loomed  larger  in  the  public  eye  although 
probably  regarded  as  a  public  nuisance.  Dickens  in  Barnaby  Rudge  has  given  a  fine 
description  of  the  Gordon  Riots,  even  if  the  characters  portrayed  do  not  resemble 
the  real  ones.  In  fact  it  is  never  very  satisfactory  in  literature  when  real  characters 
are  mingled  with  fictitious  ones. 

Lord  George,  probably  the  first  aristocratic  Socialist  in  England,  and  one  of  the 
first  to  make  a  protest  against  the  brutality  of  the  criminal  laws,  was  born  on  Dec. 
26th,  1751,  a  younger  son  of  the  Duke  of  Gordon,  a  peer  of  one  of  the  oldest  families 
in  Scotland  dating  from  the  12th  century  which  did  not  become  extinct  until  1836. 
After  education  at  Eton  he  was  appointed  midshipman  and  rose  to  be  a  lieutenant 
but  resigned  because  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  would  not  promise  him  a 
ship  and  the  rank  of  captain.  He  entered  Parliament  in  1774  for  the  pocket  borough 
of  Ludgershall  in  Wiltshire.  Four  years  later  the  Catholic  Relief  Act  was  passed 
which  removed  the  disabilities  imposed  on  Catholic  priests  and  enabled  Catholics 
to  purchase  and  inherit  land,  and  allowed  them  to  worship  in  their  own  manner. 
This  sounds  moderate  enough  but  they  infuriated  both  Anglicans  and  Dissenters. 
Although  two  hundred  years  had  passed  since  the  Spanish  Armada,  Popery  still 
remained  associated  with  foreign  oppression  and  enslavement.  There  lingered  in  the 
popular  mind  scares  of  Popish  plots  and  massacres  of  Protestants,  and  in  many 
quarters  members  of  the  Roman  Church  were  regarded  with  as  much  aversion  as 
our  coloured  citizens  are  by  some  sections  of  public  opinion  today. 

A  Protestant  Association  was  formed  for  the  repeal  of  the  Act,  and  Lord  George, 
a  fanatic  for  the  Protestant  cause,  accepted  the  presidency,  and  on  May  29th,  1780 
the  Association  passed  a  resolution  which  led  to  many  thousands  of  Londoners 
meeting  in  St.  George’s  Fields,  near  the  site  of  the  present  Southwark  R.C.  Cathedral. 
They  marched  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament  and  presented  a  petition  said  to  number 
44,000  signatures.  The  mob  got  out  of  hand  and  there  followed  a  week  of  rioting 
and  destruction  during  which  members  of  both  Houses  were  man-handled,  the 
private  chapels  of  both  the  Sardinian  and  Bavarian  ambassadors  were  destroyed, 
Newgate  Prison  was  burned  and  the  prisoners  released,  but  when  the  Bank  of  England 
was  threatened,  some  20,000  troops  were  sent  and  the  rioters  were  quelled,  over  400 
being  killed.  Gordon  was  tried  for  high  treason  but  through  the  skill  of  his  counsel 
Thomas  Erskine  later  Lord  Erskine,  the  jury  was  induced  to  bring  in  a  verdict  of 
not  guilty.  The  rioters  however  did  serve  one  useful  purpose.  They  called  attention 
to  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  reform  and  reorganisation  of  the  police. 

Lord  George’s  interest  in  politics  and  his  passion  for  playing  a  part  in  public 
affairs  continued.  He  certainly  did  excellent  work  by  opposing  the  innumerable 
taxes  which  Pitt’s  government  imposed  on  the  already  over-taxed  people,  especially 
those  on  window's,  candles,  postage  and  the  hated  shop  tax.  But  in  1786  he  over¬ 
stepped  the  mark  and  was  convicted  for  publishing  libels  on  the  French  Queen, 
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Marie  Antoinette,  and  the  British  government.  He  fled  to  Holland  but  was  sent  back 
and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  Newgate  where  he  lived  with  considerable  comfort, 
enjoying  dinners,  balls  and  music.  He  was  due  to  be  released  when  he  contracted 
jail  fever,  a  disease  endemic  in  the  filthy  eighteenth  century  prisons  and  died  on 
Nov.  1.  1793.  A  few  years  earlier  he  had  become  converted  to  Judaism  and  it  was 
as  Israel  Abraham  Gordon  that  he  was  laid  to  rest.

and  their  dates  fall  within  the  period  1657  to  1948.  The  other  medal  records  for  that 
period  down  to  the  year  1910  are  entered  in  the  Record  Books  in  Class:  Mint  1. 

Medals  were  not  very  numerous  until  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  In  that  reign  and 
subsequently  during  the  Commonwealth  the  works  of  Thomas  Simon,  regarded 
as  being  the  greatest  of  English  medallists,  form  an  important  era  in  the  history  of 
medals.  Simon’s  account  for  work  done  during  the  Commonwealth  period  is  included 
as  No.  16  in  Class:  Mint  3. 

The  striking  of  medals  differs  materially  from  the  striking  of  coins.  The  design 
is  prevented  by  its  high  relief  from  more  than  partial  impressment  by  a  single  blow, 
and  the  medal  must  be  removed,  annealed  for  softening  and  exactly  fitted  again  into 
its  dies  for  a  second  blow.  A  third  repetition  is  often  needed,  and  up  to  six  or  more 
may  be  required  if  the  medal  has  an  exceptionally  high  relief.  This  work  is  done  by 
the  individually  controlled  strokes  of  a  screw-press.  When  the  striking  is  complete, 
the  rim  has  to  be  turned  and  buffed,  and  if  the  medal  is  for  wear  the  separately  struck 
bar  for  the  attachment  of  the  ribbon  must  be  affixed. 

Before  1851,  the  making  of  medals  in  the  Royal  Mint  was  a  matter  solely  for  the 
engravers,  that  work  being  outside  the  control  of  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Mint. 
Medals  were  regarded  as  being  the  personal  undertaking  of  the  engravers,  for  which 
they  received  separate  payment.  A  Royal  Patent  issued  in  July,  1669,  gave  the 
engravers  the  graving  of  all  dies  for  medals  of  any  metal,  and  the  monopoly  of  medals 
bearing  portraits  of  the  King  or  Queen.  In  November,  1706,  the  Chief  Officers  of 
the  Mint  were  empowered  by  Royal  Warrant  to  employ  the  engravers  in  making 
official  or  public  medals,  such  as  the  Coronation  Medals. 

Until  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,  a  Coronation  had  been  the  one 
standard  occasion  for  the  creation  and  distribution  of  an  official  medal.  The  issue  of 
official  medals  began  to  be  extended  with  the  award  of  the  Waterloo  Medal,  which 
set  the  precedent  for  the  award  of  general  service  and  campaign  medals  for  the  Navy 
and  Army  as  the  nineteenth  century  wore  on. 

The  engravers  were  paid  large  fees  for  public  medals,  and  they  were  permitted 
to  sell  replicas  of  those  medals  in  any  metal.  In  the  course  of  their  trade  in  private 
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medals,  they  were  at  liberty  to  design,  strike  with  Mint  presses  and  labour,  and  sell 
medals  of  their  own  with  plain  historical  designs  and  inscriptions  in  memory  of  great 
events.  The  engravers*  right  of  private  practice  was  terminated  in  1891;  and  there¬ 
upon  the  medal  work  was  placed  under  the  control  of  salaried  officers  responsible 
to  the  Master. 


After  the  abolition  of  the  Engravers*  Department  in  1851,  the  Die  Department 
was  charged  with  the  manufacture  of  all  medals,  both  official  and  private,  made  in 
the  Mint.  The  attachment  of  the  ribbon  bar  to  Naval  and  Military  medals,  and  the 
lettering  of  the  rim  with  the  name  of  the  recipient,  were  at  first  put  out  to  private 
contract.  In  1870,  it  was  decided  that  this  outside  work  could  be  done  more  expe¬ 
ditiously  and  satisfactorily  in  the  Mint;  and  in  1872,  it  was  decided  to  take  over  also 
the  manufacture  of  battle  and  campaign  calsps  from  the  India  Office  and  the  War 
Office.  The  private  contracts  for  mounting  medals  and  preparing  .them  for  issue 
were  terminated  in  1874. 

The  medals  and  stars  issued  after  the  1914-1918  War  were  manufactured  by  the 
Woolwich  Arsenal  and  private  contractors,  the  Royal  Mint  only  playing  a  minor  part 
in  their  production.  A  new  Medal  Unit  was  set  up  in  the  Mint  in  1922,  when  surplus 
screw-presses  and  drop-presses  for  striking  medals  and  clasps  became  available  from 
the  Woolwich  Arsenal;  and  from  then  onwards  all  Royal  and  State  medals  and 
decorations  in  metal,  except  the  Victoria  Cross,  were  supplied  by  the  Royal  Mint. 
Orders  were  also  accepted  for  the  design  and  production  of  private  medals.  The 
Royal  Mint  had  charge  of  the  production  of  the  medals  and  stars  issued  for  the 
1939-1945  War;  the  manufacture  of  most  of  the  stars,  other  than  the  actual  striking, 
being  done  by  the  Woolwich  Arsenal  under  contract. 

Proof  specimens  of  all  the  medals  made  in  the  Royal  Mint  since  1801  are  kept 
in  the  Mint  Museum.  Specimens  were  supplied  by  the  Mint  for  British  and  Foreign 
collections,  and  for  placing  in  foundation  stones  of  buildings.  Specimens  were  also 
loaned  for  exhibition  purposes  abroad.

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS  ETC. 

A  Tin  Medal.  Robert  Langton  in  “The  Lost  Caravel”  (Pacific  Publications,  Sydney 
1975)  records  (p.  66  et  seq.)  that  the  Portuguese  Pedro  Fernandez  de  Quiros,  having  the 
support  of  the  Pope,  in  1602  persuaded  the  Spanish  Court  to  agree  to  further  exploration  in 
the  Pacific  and  accordingly  the  Viceroy  of  Peru  was  ordered  to  provide  the  necessary  ships. 
Quiros  sailed  from  Callao  with  2  ships  and  a  launch  at  the  end  of  1605.  After  4  weeks  he 
reached  the  S.E.  fringe  of  Tuamotu  Archipelago.  Having  passed  the  atolls  of  S.  Marutea, 
the  Actaeon  Group  and  Vairaa,  his  3  ships  swung  N.  and  so  came  upon  Hao  atoll  which 
Quiros  called  La  Conversion  de  San  Pablo  (St.  Paul’s  Conversion)  .  .  .  Quiros  gave  the  chief 
some  presents  including  a  pair  of  breeches,  a  yellow  silk  shirt,  a  hat,  a  tin  medal  to  go  round 
his  neck,  a  case  of  knives  and  some  quince  jam.  It  is  the  tin  medal  which  interests  me.  It  was 
probably  struck  in  Lima  as  all  the  fitting-out  was  done  in  Peru.  Have  any  of  your  readers  any 
knowledge  of  this  medal,  its  design  etc.  and  whether  any  are  known  to  exist  ?  I  will  willingly 
give  all  the  other  items  presented  to  the  Chief  in  exchange  for  the  medal. — H.  R.  Sampson. 

Jubilee  Coin.  The  public  as  well  as  collectors  will  welcome  the  jubilee  crown  piece  of 
1977.  It  is  a  satisfactory  size,  attractive  as  a  souvenir,  but  is  still  legal  tender.  Although  the 
new  piece  will  have  a  face  value  of  25p,  it  will  still  be  the  fourth  part  of  a  pound,  the  position 
the  crown  has  always  occupied  since  it  was  first  introduced  into  our  monetary  system  as  a 
silver  piece  in  1551  (Edward  VI).  Its  appearance  then  was  part  of  measures  taken  by  the 
regency  government  of  the  boy  king  to  deal  with  the  financial  chaos  left  by  Henry  VIII.  The 
design  will  be  of  interest  because  it  may  break  away  from  conventional  money  issues.  Several 
artists  will  no  doubt  be  invited  to  submit  designs  and  one  will  be  adopted  with  the  approval 
of  the  Queen. — The  Times ,  29 th  December ,  1975. 

Coin  hoard  decision  delay.  Four  months  after  unearthing  over  2,000  Civil  War  coins 
in  his  back  garden,  Mr.  Rand  is  still  waiting  for  an  official  inquest  to  decide  who  gets  what 
from  the  sale  of  the  hoard.  The  delay  can  be  traced  to  the  British  Museum,  who  are  still  only 
halfway  through  listing  the  coins.  According  to  Colchester  museum  curator  Mr.  David  Clarke 
the  money  was  probably  buried  hurriedly  around  about  the  time  of  the  Siege  of  Colchester 
in  1648.  The  hoard  was  the  equivalent  of  a  good  farm  hand’s  wages  for  two  years. — Essex 
County  Standard ,  19th  December ,  1975.
